They also have high resist­ 
ance to rot and corrosion, 
Tile Arm y’s plastic items include 
cups, 
bowls, tumblers 
and five- 
compartment mess trays, all used 
daily 
in messhulls 
The 
plastic 
tableware is virtually non break­ 
able 
and much 
hkhter than 
the 
thick chinaware and metals they 
replaced 
Food also stays hotter 
longer in plastic containers. 
Tin- 
Signal 
Corps has found 
plastic radio antennae lighter and 
cheaper than the steel 
formerly 
used

also uses plastic tele­ 
phone hand sets on "handy talkie”
